An incredible assemblage of information and illustrations comprising a detailed inventory of the largest collection of its type ever formed. It was 
Gibbs' fervent wish that his unparalleled collection "be kept intact and displayed in such a way as to make it available to the public and to student 
(sic) who might be interested." Included with the inventory is Gibbs' carbon copy of a 6 page letter written in 1947 to Paul Mellon and the A. W. 
Mellon Educational Trust. In it, Gibbs proposes: "What I would love to have done is simply this. Have set up an endowment fund sufficient to cover 
the expense of properly displaying the collection. Employe (sic) my services at the equivalent of my present earnings, permit me to spend the 
necessary time to get the entire collection arranged in geographical and chronological order; permit me to carefully catalogue the entire collection 
in proper order and to evaluate it; upon the completion of such cataloguing which I believe would take two to three years, and then have the 
appraisals checked by competent experts; make payable to my estate over a period of years ONE HALF the value of the collection." Receiving no 
encouragement from Mellon, Gibbs apparently prepared the inventory offered here in the intervening years. Preceded by "The Story of the Gibbs 
Collection," it is arranged in geographical and chronological order with valuations. The printed illustrations are derived from a myriad of sources, 
from reference works to comic strips, and also includes many excellent original photographs, several in color. Rubbings are also occasionally 
present as are handwritten listings, additions, etc. Gibbs was an inveterate and indefatigable collector. In his introduction he notes: "A few people 
are bom to be collectors. I guess I was one of them because I cannot remember a time when I wasn't collecting Indian relics, minerals or what have 
you. However, at the age of seven all other things became secondary and my hobby has been 'coins and those things which have been used as 
money.'" He further notes: "To dispose of my collection would be very simple. All that is necessary is to place it in the hands of a reputible (sic) 
dealer and have it sold at auction BUT after spending fifty years in the study and search in building up this unique collection I have been told time 
after time by many friends that it should be kept intact and displayed in such a way as to make it available to the public and to student (sic) who 
might be interested." Unfortunately, Gibbs' efforts to institutionalize his collection failed and large portions of it were sold shortly after his death 
in a series of early 1970's Hans Schulman sales. Fortunately his unique inventory, offered here, has survived.

This was the first catalogue 
of its kind ever put together but, unfortunately, it was never published. Part of Bronsdon's coin collection was purchased by R. W. McLachlan and 
the remainder was acquired by Henry Lagatt and sold in this catalogue. Interestingly enough, the auction is far richer in American coins, medals 
and tokens than in Canadian equivalents, the latter series having apparently been already purchased by McLachlan. The sale is one of the earliest 
numismatic auctions held in Canada. Although Bowman's 1972 Collectors of Canadian Coins of the Past states that it took place in 1867, the 1869 sale 
date is confirmed by a pencil note on the cover of this copy and by one of the listings in the American Numismatic Society Auction Catalogue (the 
other lists the date as 1969!).

Ex Virginia Knapp, granddaughter of J. A. Bolen (sold in September 14-15,1992 Bowers and Merena sale, lot 2265). Unique. Bolen was bom in New 
York City in 1826. He moved to Springfield, Massachusetts in 1850, where he at one time conducted a die-sinking establishment. In later years he 
devoted his time to the collection of old books, minerals, stamps and coins, and had an interesting and valuable collection. He was a member of 
the American Numismatic and Archaeological Society from 1868 until his death on March 14,1906. Today, he is perhaps best known for his well- 
executed copies of American colonial coins, which have at times been mistaken as originals. His productions were never meant to deceive and were 
widely publicized in early issues of the American Journal of Numismatics. An article in the February 1870 issue enumerates several colonial replicas 
and notes: "Mr. Bolen will furnish either of these pieces, in copper, for the price of Two Dollars.. .They are extremely well done, and may serve 
as substitutes for the originals till collectors have the good fortune to obtain the former." The holograph manuscript offered here consists of a title, 
careful descriptions of his forty-one productions made between 1861 and 1893 (mostly from 1861 to 1869), a listing of mules, an addenda, and notes 
on "Disposal of Dies." Comparing the manuscript to the published work reveals occasional mis-spellings and minor textual differences. The preface 
found in the printed edition was written in October 1904, some time after the completion of this manuscript. It provides much interesting 
information on Bolen and his numismatic productions: "While in business as a die-sinker I received my first order for a medal, which is number 
one of Catalog, and any spare time afterward I would pass in cutting dies for a card or medal for myself. I received very few orders for this class 
of work, there being little demand for it; most of those wanting such work done would send to some large city. At that time, besides myself, quite 
a number here were Numismatists and had fine collections; one of them suggested that I make Fac-similes of some of the rare coins. They could 
not procure the original coins and wanted to fill spaces in their collection, but did not like electrotypes. I accordingly started with the Bar Cent, 
and so on with the others, seven in all. Although I never thought or tried to pass one as a genuine, I have often regretted having issued them as 
I have been informed that they have been worn or rubbed and made to look old, then sold as genuine. I spent a great deal of time on them; on one 
I worked from a genuine coin, on the others from very fine electrotypes. They are all quite scarce now. They were not a financial success to me. 
Many of the best collectors did not like it because I cut these dies, which is another reason why I am sorry I issued them. But it has all passed and 
gone now, and most of the many collectors and old friends to whom I was well known, have passed away to the 'great unknown.' To the few who 
may still be living, I hope (if they receive this Catalog) it will be a pleasant reminder of old times. The catalog published by Mr. Johnson, in 1882, 
not being complete, and containing numerous errors, led me to issue the present edition."

I feel a touch of sadness at letting the 
Norweb volume go, since I helped catalogue some of the lots in that sale, but keeping it back would break up the full set. I've talked many consignors 
over the hump of letting go from the collections they spent so much time and effort building...Now I know from personal experience how my

Breen's paper begins: "The present report is being undertaken as amicus curiae in the Garland-Ryan v. J. J. Ford et al dispute. It is intended for 
presentation at the meeting of the arbitration panel scheduled for the Miami, FLorida (sic), ANA Convention, August 1967..." A masterful, 
comprehensive report, strongly asserting Breen's belief in the authenticity of a hoard of 1853 United States Assay Office of Gold coins unearthed 
in the late 1950's by Paul Franklin in Arizona. Many of these coins were subsequently marketed by New Netherlands Coin Company. One of the 
coins, a "proof" $20.00, later was purchased from Tom Ryan by Paul Franklin who became convinced that it was not genuine and was not a proof. 
He brought the matter before the Professional Numismatists Guild arbitration committee at the 1966 A. N. A. Convention where claims were made 
that the USAOG hoard coins were modern counterfeits. In 1967 the PNG arbitration committee again met at the A. N. A. Convention and it was 
here that John Ford presented his well known response entitled The Franklin Hoard of United States Assay Office of Gold Coins. Breen's lesser known 
manuscript was prepared independently and presents his own findings as an amicus curiae or "friend of the court." Breen's report is the perfect 
companion to Ford's Franklin Hoard. Though written from entirely different viewpoints, their conclusions largely complement each other. Breen's 
report also contains biographical details and an in-depth first person account of his professional numismatic career occupying some four pages. 
While the Ford report is very rare (a dozen or so copies were originally prepared) it is probable that only a few Breen reports were originally typed. 
This copy belonged to Abraham Kosoff, founder and two time president of PNG, who was intimately involved in the activities of the Guild at the 
time, and the USAOG affair for that matter. An ink note in his hand is found on the front of the original mailing envelope accompanying this 
document: "Important: To Support Authenticity of USAOG pieces." A remarkable document written by the greatest numismatic scholar the United 
States has ever produced.

This unique and most important manuscript clearly provided the basis for the published version of Breen's landmark work, finally issued in 1977. 
It must have been his working copy even after the proposed 1960's Whitman edition failed to come to fruition. "Part II" is an artificial distinction. 
The series of Whitman Numismatic Journal articles quoted above actually appeared in 1965 under the title "The Proofing Process" and comprised 
the first chapter of 18 pages in the published work, reprinted therein from the original articles. The manuscript offered here thus contains all of 
the original research and largely parallels the text of the published work except for updating required by the intervening decade before publication. 
A fair amount of the information found herein, however, was not incorporated into the published work and a number of details differ. Breen's 
additions, corrections, and other emendations are found throughout in pencil, black, blue and red pens and "magic markers" in various hues 
including the ubiquitous purple. One count resulted in 676 annotations in Breen's hand. A number of these handwritten notes did not find their 
way into the published work. In terms of original research the Breen proof book is unsurpassed. Little of consequence had been written on the topic 
before his 1953 Coin Collector's Journal monograph and the updated work completely eclipses it. Breen's genius for detail and ability to clarify the 
most complex problems led to a work that, while not perfect, may have been beyond the power of anyone else to compile. Studying the unique 
manuscript offered here provides one with considerable insight into the remarkable numismatic genius that was Walter Breen.

His history of the currency of Connecticut is probably the 
most notable of several important studies pertaining to the history of his native state. Although largely devoted to paper currency topics, one 
chapter describes The Massachusetts Coinage of 1652 and a later chapter is entitled First United States Coinage. Connecticut Coppers.

It was a "labor of 
love", but still I feel entitled to at least a return of part of the cash. There is no doubt but what I was foolish in putting out the book in such an expensive 
form, but I took a pride in my work and wanted it to be a credit to the subject, so hunted up the best printer that I could find and told him to do 
his best." Michael Powills carried on what was apparently a flourishing numismatic literature business for a number of years from the 1930 s 
forward. Ostensibly as an adjunct of this business enterprise, Powills requested "review" copies of numismatic books as they were published. His 
first letter is dated January 22, 1932 and written to James G. Macallister, "construing (him) as the publisher," and requesting "if possible a 
complimentary copy" of the book for a review to be published "in one of three popular numismatic periodicals." This letter was transferred to 
Clapp. On March 7th, Powills wrote a similar letter to Clapp and it is this letter to which Clapp responds. Powills reply is dated May 5,1932 and 
reads in part: "My purpose in asking for a complimentary copy was frankly two-fold; to assist in my review and secondly add to my collection. 
In conclusion, will you kindly set a copy aside, as my liabilities at present are greater than my assets (and indeed these are strange facts to-day with 
many of us—what!) and in due time I'll take a copy off your hands?"

Elder states: "It will be the aim of this publication to assist in 
ridding the field of one or two cranks and freaks whose consummate delight seems to consist in annoying the numismatic fraternity." Referring 
to Pinkerton, Deitrick, Ehlers and McGrath, "Historical Coin Collectors" all, "The editor makes no distinction between the thief and the man who 
will not pay his honest debts, both should be serving time in state's prison." Along with Elder's commentary, the series features a number of 
interesting articles (many authored by Edgar Adams), notes on upcoming Elder sales, proceedings of various numismatic societies, biographies 
of famous collectors including James Manning, William Dunham and George Earle, lists of coins for sale, etc., etc.

He lacks any morals whatsoever, is tricky etc. I have always wondered how a certain NY. dealer could associate with him as he seems a 
gentleman.. .The ending of the war is big stuff and I wonder the effect of it as we dont have that dictator (FDR) with us any more, that means less 
Jew advisors, less H. Hopkins, Rosenman, Frankfurters and birds of that ilk which have succeeded in regimenting every person in the U.S. and 
it would grow worse, the party killed himself, he bit off too much, couldnt chew it.. .Well I like Truman 300% better than FD and he is a much safer 
man, worked his way up from a farm like you or me so isnt going to be so influenced by nuts and nuisances in govt... .It was sad for the other of 
course, but he and the people brought it on him.

Four of the six plates (numbers I, III, IV & V) are the original 
prototypes sent, no doubt, by the Photographer, S. H. Chapman, to the publisher, Thomas Elder, for inspection and approval. The die links and 
plate numbers on all four are in Elder's hand, whereas in the published version of this work the die links and plate numbers of all but the first plate 
are in Chapman's hand. Apparently, there was something wrong with the initial obverse illustration of the second variety of the 1793 half cent and 
a new illustration was pasted over it. Elder had already numbered this plate so there was no need for Chapman to do so before he photographed 
the corrected version. Being unique, these plates are of course very desirable. But there is another reason for owning them. The coin images on all 
are considerably sharper than those found in the published work. Apparently when making photographic plates, it was Chapman's practice to 
hand-number the prints, then re-photograph them and make second-generation prints. The four prototype plates included here are all first- 
generation prints. The first prototype plate came from a copy of Gilbert presented by Elder to Lyman Low in 1917. Prototype plates III-V were 
acquired privately by Austin Ryer from the cataloguer in the late 1970's or early 1980's and neither was cognizant of their significance at the time. 
The standard plates (I, II & VI) included here are from the first production run of fifty copies done in 1916 by Chapman. Thomas Elder was the father 
of more bibliographical puzzles than perhaps any other American numismatic publisher. Few if any of his conundrums are more Byzantine than 
the issuing sequence of the Gilbert work, which remained unsolved until 1991 when P. Scott Rubin presented his findings at the A. N. A. Convention 
in Chicago. These prototype plates were, in fact, instrumental to Rubin in determining issuing sequence. An article by Rubin entitled "The Printing 
History of the Gilbert Half Cent Book" also appeared in the Spring, 1992 issue of The Asylum, and contains a good deal of information on the unique 
plates offered here.

Dr. Winslow Lewis 
acted as trustee and held the coins and books. A total of four hundred fifty $10.00 tickets were to be sold. Prizes ranged in value from $1,971 to $69. 
Groux and Lewis claimed that "The collections are estimated to be worth $7,549, so that even by disposing of all the tickets it will be at a loss of 
$3,049..Prizes ranged in value from $1,971 to $69. A rare and engaging early example of "Numismatica Americana." (see back cover illustration)

After 
making the above photocopies, Kosoff then apparently made notes on the original typescript pertaining to numbers known in mint state, finest 
knowns, etc. Nearly 400 large cents are listed in all. The sheet of computations lists some fifty cents, mostly by Sheldon numbers, totaling $37,300. 
A fascinating comparison, indicating that a old cent whist match between the two might have been a very close affair at the time. A unique and 
important record.

Generally, the descriptions appearing in the printed catalogue are condensed, 
often drastically. Perhaps fifty percent or more of the information recorded here does not appear in the final product. There are occasional additions 
in Breen's hand but the great majority of deletions, changes and additions were made by Lester Merkin, C. Douglas Smith, and possibly Lou 
Helfenstein. While the edited descriptions found here largely conform to the printed catalogue there are occasional differences. Some of the editing 
of this manuscript appears to be justified but, in truth, a great deal of fascinating and important information recorded herein by Breen was deleted 
from the sale catalogue and pedigree chains were often shortened or amended. There was also a certain amount of grade inflation. The seventy- 
five large cents described here but not sold are largely die duplicates, usually comprising different states. The majority are choice uncirculated, 
condition census coins and, according to Jack Collins, were later sold privately. It would be difficult to overestimate the importance of this unique 
manuscript, written by the greatest numismatic virtuoso this country has ever known, describing one of the finest collections of choice large cents 
ever formed, and recording valuable numismatic information found nowhere else.

Their collaborative effort was the first 
substantial work on the topic ever published. Rarely offered, the deluxe edition features sixteen actual photographs of tokens, which, in the regular 
edition, consist of mediocre halftones.

Unique and one of the most important American numismatic works we have ever offered for sale, either at fixed price or auction. At the time of 
publication, American numismatics was at its very beginnings as an organized endeavor. Information was scant at best and in practical terms was 
virtually unobtainable. Anyone wishing to learn about American coins might refer to the works of Eckfeldt and Du Bois, one or two titles on the 
colonial currency of specific colonies or sundry brief articles. The net result was far from satisfactory. Hickcox's work was a systematic attempt 
to remedy the imbalance. As he notes in the preface: "The design of this work is to give an account of the legally authorized coinage of the United 
States of America during the periods of their colonial history and their existence as a united republic. Nothing as comprehensive has heretofore 
been attempted, nor is there any separate publication on either our colonial or early federal coinage. The materials have been collected by consulting 
early periodicals, congressional and legislative documents and other works, and through an extensive correspondence with gentlemen in other 
states. In the concluding chapter is given a catalogue of pieces which have been neither legally issued, nor can they, with one or two exceptions, 
be considered as tradesmen's tokens, but were the inventions of individuals, sometimes proposed as specimens or patterns of coinage for the newly 
formed republic.. .The modem coinage of the United States having been quite fully exhibited in the valuable treatise by Messrs. Eckfeldt and Du 
Bois, it has been deemed expedient not to repeat the engravings contained in that work." 

Unfortunately for Hickcox, his pioneering work was almost immediately overshadowed by Montroville Wilson Dickeson's American Numismatical 
Manual. First issued in 1859 by a major publisher, J. B. Lippincott & Co., it went through three editions in six years and literally flooded the market. 
Printed in quarto format and profusely illustrated with ostentatious color lithographic plates, Dickeson's work also benefited from his attempt to 
cover the entire range of American numismatics, a goal which he largely if imperfectly accomplished. Smaller in size and scope, Hickcox's work 
is far richer in historical detail and more elegant in style. 

The manuscript offered here was undoubtedly used to typeset the book and was probably bound for the author immediately or shortly thereafter. 
It largely parallels the printed text, with occasional minor differences, excepting the section of "Laws relating to the Mint" which was presumably 
typeset directly from printed text and is not present here. Included in the manuscript, however, are numerous passages which were subsequently 
deleted from the published work. 

John Howard Hickcox was bom in Albany, New York on August 10,1832. From 1848 to 1863 he was assistant librarian of the State Library at Albany, 
where he undoubtedly conducted much of the research resulting in this landmark work. From 1874 until 1882 he was employed in the 
Congressional Library at Washington, D. C. Published when he was but twenty-six years of age. An Historical Account is apparently his first effort 
as an author. Eight years later Hickcox's work on New York paper money appeared and a bibliography of the works of Franklin B. Hough was 
published in 1886. He also authored a three volume "Catalogue of United States Government Publications" in the mid-1880's. Hickcox was 
apparently not active in organized numismatics although he was an early member of the American Numismatic Society. His election is rather 
humorously recounted in Adelson's history of the Society. Discussing the initial attempts to form a library, Adelson notes: "before any purchase 
could be made it apparently had to have the approval of the entire body of the membership. Probably the most graphic example of what might 
result from such a condition is to be found in the story of the acquisition of John Howard Hickcox's Historical Account of American Coinage. On August 
24,1858, Games D.) Foskett (the first Librarian) recommended that a copy of that volume be purchased, and the members directed him to complete 
such a transaction at the price he quoted. But by September the price of the book had been raised, and the Librarian returned for further instructions. 
At the meeting of October 21st Foskett again recommended the purchase, but there was no second for his motion, which was then withdrawn. On 
January 6,1869, the situation was resolved when Hickcox was elected an honorary member of the Society, and his letter of acceptance stated that 
he was donating a copy of his work." 

It would be difficult if not impossible to overstate the importance of the manuscript offered here. Certainly it will become the high point of any 
American numismatic library fortunate enough to include it in its holdings, (see front caver and overleaf llustrations)

Printed on the title verso is the following limitation: "Edition 200.5 copies on large paper." Following it is a note written in pencil: "one of which 
was bound — and one cut-down — leaving but three copies of this size." To our knowledge, only one other large paper copy has been sold in the 
modem era, in our 1983 sale of the Ted Craige library. Estimated at $750 it brought $1,200 at a time when special editions were appreciated far less 
than they are today. Housed in a contemporary half morocco binding, it may be the bound copy described above or, if the pencil note is hue and 
it is not the copy described above, only two unsophisticated copies, as offered here, can possibly exist. Of course it may be that the Craige copy 
and the one offered here are the only large paper copies extant. In any case, numismatic books just do not get much rarer and, considering its status 
as the first major work on American coins, much more desirable for that matter, (see overleaf illustration)

Apparently not 
in the Fuld Library. The first plate depicts primarily silver coins, tokens and medals, including Proclamation medals, cut and counterstamped coins, 
a printing medal, and rare Canadian coins and tokens.

Several months later, the collection was 
sold under the auspices of Scott Stamp & Coin Company, minus a number of pieces confiscated by Treasury agents as being in violation of the 1873 
coinage law that Linderman himself had helped to draft.

During the first three decades of the twentieth century, Waldo Newcomer was one of the most active and prominent numismatists in the United 
States. According to his obituary in the September 1934 issue of The Numismatist, he "died suddenly in Honolulu on July 29 of heart disease" (others 
aver that he committed suicide). A prominent Baltimore banker. Newcomer's financial empire apparently crumbled during the Depression and 
in January 1933 he resigned as chairman of the executive committee of the Baltimore Trust Company. In headier days he assembled one of the largest 
collections of coins ever formed in the United States. The September 1934 issue of The Numismatist relates that "With possibly one or two exceptions 
his series of U. S. coins was complete. His collection of territorial or private gold and pattern coins was also remarkably complete." A few years 
before his death he sold a major portion of his collection to B. Max Mehl. The acquisition of "approximately four thousand different coins" was 
trumpeted in a four page advertisement appearing in the March 1932 issue of The Numismatist where Mehl promised that a "Catalog is now in 
preparation, and when completed will serve as a real reference work on the entire American coinage." It is a tragedy that Mehl never followed 
through with this promise — the sad result of which is that today there is no available record of Newcomer's vast holdings. Fortunately, Mehl did 
have photographs made of a great many of the rarities, as exemplified by the thirty-five prints offered here. Undoubtedly there are a few more prints 
extant of various series but the group offered here represents the greatest number ever to have come to market. In fact, and by the greatest 
coincidence, the only other collection of Newcomer plates to reach auction, twenty-eight in number, was sold earlier this year. The plates offered 
here came directly from the Mehl estate with only two other subsequent owners. It was initially believed that these plates depicted coins from the 
Colonel Edward Howland Robinson Green collection since a pencil note on the original manila envelope housing the half eagle plates indicated 
that provenance. In fact, many of the Newcomer coins were subsequently sold to Colonel Green so the note is, in a sense, accurate. John J. Ford, 
Jr. was kind enough to confirm that the plates offered here indeed record the Newcomer coins and he also provided other useful information used' 
in this description. Also, these plates largely correspond to the smaller number sold in the March 13,1993 Money Tree sale and also to a series, yet 
smaller in number, of Newcomer plates in the Ford library. It is doubtful if there more than a few other sets extant — there may well be none. In 
any case, it may indeed be a long time before another set of this marvelous photographic record of one of the greatest collections of American coins 
ever formed comes to market.

A treasure trove of information (and mis-information) on the 1804 dollar and a number of the rarest United States gold coins in the William Forrester 
Dunham collection, sold at "auction" by Mehl eleven months later. Included is a two page cover letter on official Mehl stationery addressed to 
Charles M. Williams and his father. Though marked COPY, it is boldly signed in ink by Mehl. The letter reads in part: "While, as mentioned before, 
it is not my intention to use any 'sales argument' for these great coins, as you know their rarity and value as well as anyone, but I do want to call 
to your attention one very important fact : You now possess one of the finest and most complete Collections of American coins in the world. But 
with the addition of the rarities now offered you, especially the 1804 dollar and the Half Eagles of 1819.1822.1828 and 1829. your doubts as to the 
final completion of your Collection will now and forever be removed. You will have what no other collector has, and with the 1822 Half Eagle, what 
no other collector, save one, ever possessed! This is something really very important for you and your father to think about." Six sheets deal with 
the 1804 dollar. All feature changes in Mehl's hand, and the last sheet is boldly signed by Mehl. Thirty-four sheets deal with the half eagles of 1819, 
1822,1825,1828 Perfect Date, 1829 Small Date, 1862,1863,1866 & 1875. It is here that Mehl's merchandising genius becomes apparent. There are 
as many as three different versions of various parts of the text, each a bit more polished (or at least containing more laudatory adjectives) than its 
predecessor. It is clear that Mehl worked very hard at selling coins. Some of the 1822 sheets appear to have been also used in the preparation of 
the Dunham sale catalogue. This section also includes a sheet with mounted, enlarged photographs of both sides of the 1822 half eagle (greater 
in size than the gold-tinted plate in the sale catalogue). Also present are actual-size photographs of the 1819,1825,1828 (2), 1829 (2) and 1875 half 
eagles, cut to size and pasted-on. Two sheets describe the 1860 New Orleans Mint eagle. Four sheets deal with 1863,1865,1881,1886 and 1888 proof 
double eagles and include photographs of the 1886. One sheet comprises short descriptions of the 1804 dollar and ten half eagles. Finally, an early 
draft and intermediate example of the cover sheet for the document facsimiles are included. The fourteen original photostats all pertain to the 1804 
dollar. They correspond to the documents reproduced in the sale catalogue except that the Snowden letter is not present here and, present here 
but not in the catalogue, are two copies of J. W. Scott's letter to Dexter. Photostats of cover sheets not in the catalogue are also present. A unique, 
fascinating and important body of material generated by the most important American numismatic personality of the first half of the twentieth 
century, perhaps of all time. Though colorful and often bombastic in print, Mehl, by all reports was shy and retiring in person. The material offered 
here suggests that Mehl was hardworking, dedicated, and calculating, and that his exaggerations and sometimes outright mis-statements are more 
reflective of an overwhelming desire to be successful than of numismatic ignorance, (see overleaf illustrations)

The original texts of three speeches delivered by Mehl circa 1940, all with pencil notes, additions and deletions in Mehl's hand. The last speech is 
largely typed on complimentary memo sheets from Southwestern Paper Company of Fort Worth, with their imprint. The first speech comprises 
a interesting, fact-filled and well written overview of coins and coin collecting from ancient to modem times. Apparently delivered to a general 
audience, Mehl notes "The delightful presence of so many of your fair sex here prompts me to say that I am delighted to notice in the past few years 
a considerable increase of interest in numismatics by the ladies. We men are often accused of collecting coins as a safety valve to our more brutal 
habits. Ladies with their fine inclinations toward the finer things of life, can so much more enjoy numismatics." The second speech was delivered 
to "an organization of business men." His introductory remarks include the following: "My establishment, if you will pardon the personal 
reference, has been in existence here for about 40 years. During the busy Season from December to about May, I employ 100 or more people; spend 
here in Fort Worth approx. $50,000.00 a year for printing and stationery and $100,000.00 a year for adv. During the past few years the average mail 
received is over 2 mil. pieces per year; an average of more than 6 M letters received every business day of the year. During the same period we 
forwarded over 4 mill, pieces of mail per year, or a total of 6 mill, pieces of mail handled every year, or an average of 19 M every business day of 
the year." The remainder of the talk largely corresponds to the topic of the first speech. The final talk is a variation of the first two. These three well 
written, and no doubt well delivered, speeches provide further proof, if any was needed, that Mehl was indefatigable in promoting numismatics 
on both "grass root" and national levels. They bring to life a numismatic legend.

Two distinct varieties of this work exist: one with 23, the other 
with 24 pages of text. In the latter variety, most of page 24 is devoted to a report of the prices realized at the April sale of the coins depicted on the 
two plates. One would assume that these are the first and second issues respectively, and, as far as the text is concerned, this may be the case. Of 
plated copies, however, almost certainly the reverse is true. In the review found in the January 1884 issue of the American Journal of Numismatics, 
twenty-four pages is specifically mentioned. And who can argue with the title inscription found on this copy? It is probable that the plated 23 page 
variety was issued around the turn of the century or somewhat later, whether with or without the imprimatur of Haseltine we do not know. The 
binding style, typescript additions, and the different fabric of the plates found in the 23 page version, however, all suggest a later date. It would 
be difficult to imagine a finer copy of the first edition issued with plates than the example offered here,though in truth most surviving copies do 
appear well preserved, and the touching Yuletide inscription helps to resolve a bibliophilic riddle.

A prominent banker, Elbridge Gerry Spaulding was elected to the House of Representatives as a Whig the same year that Fillmore was 
elected Vice President. Turning Republican, Spaulding was again elected to Congress in 1859. On December 30,1861 Spaulding introduced into 
the House of Representatives a bill for the issuance of legal-tender treasury notes payable upon demand, hence the sobriquet "father of the 
greenbacks." His bill became law on February 25,1862, authorizing the issuance of $150,000,000 of legal-tender notes or greenbacks. Both Fillmore 
and Spaulding were residents of Buffalo, New York and undoubtedly were acquainted with each other for many years.

One of only a few copies originally prepared and the only example known in private hands. Possibly unique. It comprises a monumental report 
on the security or, more accurately, the lack thereof, in these three Government facilities. It was prepared by York and Sawyer Architects in February 
1910 and presented to Franklin MacVeagh, Secretary of the Treasury, having been prompted by the Treasury Department's request "to report on 
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the reassignment of space in, and the repairs and remodeling of the interior of the Treasury Building, Washington D.C.; the Mint Building, 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania; and the Sub-treasury, New York City." The firm's critique of the Treasury Building is devastating: 

It should be said in the beginning that the Treasury Building and its contents has at present no real protection against theft other than is 
afforded by the tradition of its security, and, indirectly, by the reputation of the Secret Service. 

Access to the building is unquestioned by day and not difficult at night; places of concealment exist in connection with the great vaults, only 
one of which has electrical protection and that of a primitive type. The vaults themselves are obsolete; they are not burglar-proof nor are most 
of them fire-proof. There is no vault in the building which would resist processes of attack, practically noiseless, 30 minutes; they are exposed, 
unprotected, for hours at a time. 

There are exterior openings of the Treasury Building which have never been provided with grilles, or doors or even sash, but stand open to 
the weather and afford access to anyone. A stranger can walk from the street without question, without encountering any obstacle, to the doors 
of the largest vaults, or into the rooms where he finds from 3 to 5 million dollars in notes lying exposed on the tables. 

The building is filled with inflammable material and its condition constitutes a fire-risk absolutely unjustifiable in view of the enormous value 
of its contents. 

The Watch consists chiefly of veterans so feeble in proportion to their responsibility as to be ludicrous were it not pathetic. They are at fixed 
stations which they have occupied for years with no idea of their indefensible position; their backs to unexamined places of concealment. They 
are not only useless but are themselves safe only so long as nothing happens. 

The architectural firm's report on the Philadelphia Mint Building is also very critical. In discussing the six basement vaults, one of which contained 
110 million silver dollars and another 300 million dollars of gold coins, it notes that "Access to them through the wooden and glass skylights over 
the Medal Room.. .is direct and easy. Tunneling presents no difficulty.. .such an operation as an attack on the 300 millions in Vault F (would be) 
easier and more comfortable than legitimate mining was a few years ago." After describing the twelve additional vaults on the first and second 
floors, weak points are noted, not the least of which is that "the members of a Government Watch are hired, usually, not because of their intelligence 
and physical prowess, but because they lack either the character or capacity to do anything else." The critique of the New York Sub-Treasury 
Building is also severe. The photographs and descriptive text found in this imposing volume provide numismatists with a wealth of information 
available nowhere else. Items of interest depicted and described include: bundles and carts of paper money awaiting destruction; the Macerator; 
female employees counting paper money before destruction: "The money is dirty and this room can be smelt.. .from anywhere in this comer of 
the building;" various views of Redemption Bureau paper money counting operations; canceling machine room: "Each counter brings her counted 
notes here, sees them canceled with four punch-holes, two in each end and returns them to the tellers;" Cutting-room: "After cancellation the notes 
are cut in half lengthwise and made into packages;" various Loans and Currency Division and National Bank Redemption Agency money counting 
operations; packing and sealing operations; storage of currency paper; vaults for the storage of gold and silver coins; bond vaults; the Sub-Treasury 
Coin Room; etc.; etc. Offered here is a pictorial history of a bygone era. The inferences and resulting conclusions to be drawn by numismatic experts 
from the pictorial and textual information contained in this fascinating volume may well be of considerable importance. And, then again, they may 
not. But the view of life in turn of the century metropolitan America, seen through numismatically-tinted glasses, is incomparable: black and white 
Americans working side by side — signs reading: "No Smoking in this Room or spitting on the floor" — and, appropriately, spittoons — horse- 
drawn Express Company carts — bicycle storage rooms — men in hats of all descriptions — electrical appliances of the day — steam-powered 
equipment — contemporary furnishings, working conditions and dress — and on and on. (see front cover, overleaf and rear cover illustrations)

Woodward's Bid Book. Ex Pennsylvania Farm Museum, with their unobtrusive red stamp on the front pastedown and front paper cover. 
Woodward has entered a bidder key on the verso of the front free flyleaf, comprising the code names of thirty-one bidders, including their actual 
names and addresses (mostly giving the city only). This is continued over to the front cover with a dozen or so additional listings. Hundreds if not 
thousands of bids are entered in ink in Woodward's hand throughout the text. His famous "W" tends to stand out although it is uncertain if these 
were protective bids since the bidder key also identifies J. K. Wiggin by that initial. Occasionally, pencil entries indicate what were probably 
additional lots, presumably to be announced and sold during the course of the auction. Woodward apparently executed his commissions from the 
floor and relied on the auction house to record hammer prices and buyers. Perhaps he did not have time to do both since he had to sort out multiple 
bids on a number of lots. Prices are noted for some of the key lots in pencil, but were probably entered at some time after the sale. Though the great 
majority of the selling prices are not written in, a pencil note at the end proclaims the "Total about $11000." One wonders why Woodward chose 
not to list this catalogue among his emissions. It is clear from the preface that the library belonged to him and that he catalogued it. In addition, 
a goodly number of antiquarian and current numismatic books are featured in the sale, including as he notes, "works relating to the paper money 
of the period of the Revolution." The omission becomes all the more perplexing when one considers the minimal numismatic content of some of 
his later numbered sales. In consequence of Woodward's silence, this sale catalogue is little known in numismatic circles though in absolute terms 
it is probably not terribly rare. It is safe to assume that most of the copies extant are to be found in the libraries of collectors of books on America. 
The copy offered here is, of course, unique, and it is the only copy we have ever encountered with the addenda, (see front cover illustration)

This is confirmed 
by a conversation the present owner had with Ella Wright at Henry Chapman's offices in Philadelphia in the early 1940's. Although Henry had 
died in 1935, his secretary Miss Wright carried on the firm's business into the late 1940's. Topped by a bust (not present here), this cabinet was the 
focal point of the Chapman office. Given the immense size of the Bushnell collection, it is probable that the cabinet sold as the last lot of the Bushnell 
sale housed the coin collection and that this cabinet housed Bushnell's medals. The workmanship is excellent—the condition superb—the 
provenance unimprovable.
